When Iwrote 
you last, I was at the PleasantHill churrh 
s uf Miami Co., Ohio. The re I had the 
pleasure of visiting sister Laura Teeter, 
formerly one of the compositors of the 
Evangeust office, who set type for morè 
than one article of mine. I did not suc- 
ceed in organizing a society at Plcasant 
Hill, but I received six dollars from three 
of the Teeter sisters, for the Theological 
Chair ftind. On Thursilay, I went to 
Troy, and spent twO evcnings with the 
brethren and sisters there, I found snme 
very earncst hearted Christians. Hrother 
Mikesell, ihe pastor, was away from home, 
but Hrother Thomson, ari aged brother, 
who had bccn filling the púlpit, was pres- 
ent and assisted. 

The sisters had a society catled Willing 
Workers, and we succeeded in havïng 
them accept the S. S. C. E. constitution, 
and added se vera 1 new membcrs to the 
list. 

From Troy, I went to Wiiliamstown ori 
Saturday. This is one of the younger 
churches of Ohio, but is thriving and 
prosperous. They ha ve a very pretty, 
neat chtirch, just dcdicated last winter, of 
which they are jiistly proud. On Sunday 
evening wu organized a society of twenty 
membcrs, with sister Malvena Haughman 
as president, and under herdirectíons, we 
arc surc it will pròsper. 

My next point was West Independence. 
There, I found a very pleasant church, 
and thotigh my fïrst services with them 
was Monday night, yet we had nearly a 
full house. Last night afler preaching 
servtces we couverted their badies Aid 
Society ínto a S. S. C. E. and added to 
it cighteen new membcrs. After services, 
l was taken to Fostoria, wliere I boarded 
the midnight train for South Bend. There 
I shall take a cotiple days rest, and then 
on Salurday take up the work agaín in 
Indiana, beginning with Dunlaps. thope 
to spend sotne timc next week at the Min- 
isterial Insti tu te at Warsaw.
